4. Applicant's arguments of the personal interview of December 19, 2001 with 
respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) 
of rejection.

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 4 has not been further treated on the 
merits. 

6. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4 and 5 have not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

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(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1 ) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
8. Claims 1-3, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Blount of U.S. Patent No. 5,563,285. Blount teach of composition which 
contains N-vinyl-2-pyrrolidone and diethyl glycol and castor oil, (see Example 17, 
column 10). 



9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

11. Claims 1-3, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Blount of U.S. Patent No. 5,563,285. Blount teach of composition which contains 

N-vinyl-2-pyrrolidone and diethyl glycol and castor oil, (see Example 17, column 10). 

The selection of a known material based on its suitability for its intended use supported 

a prima facie obviousness determination in Sinclair & Carroll Co. v. Interchemical Corp., 

325 U.S. 327, 65 USPQ 297 (1945). Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one 

having ordinary skill in the art to use the composition of Blount, which comprises N- 

vinyl-2-pyrrolidone and diethyl glycol and castor oil with an intended use.
